Representatives to General Assembly. 


In voting for Representatives to the Gen- 
eral Assembly where the number of votes to 
be given each candidate is printed on the 
ballot, a cross (X) placed in the circle at the 
top of a ticket will be counted as a cross 
opposite to each name on that ticket for 
Representative, and the ballot will be 
counted as printed. Or the voter may, be- 
sides making a cross in the circle at the head 
of the ticket, also make a cross in the square 
opposite the names of such candidates for 
Representatives as he wishes to vote for.

Must Provide Polling Piaces. 


The Election Commissioners also urge 
upon voters the desirability of reading the 
following sections of the law: 

“Sec. 21. All officers upon Whom is im- 
posed by law the duty of designing or pro- 
viding polling places shall provide in each 
polling place so designated or provided a 
sufficient number of booths, which shall be 
provided with such supplies and conven- 
ſences, including shelves, pens, penholders, 
ink, blotters, and pencils, as will enable the 
voter to prepare his ballot for voting, and 
in which voters may prepare their ballots, 
screened from all observation as to the man- 
ner in which they do so; and a guard rail 
shall be so constructed and placed that 
only such persons as. are inside said rail 
can approach within six feet of the ballot- 
box and of such voting booths. The ar- 
rangement shall be such that the voting 
booths can only be reached by passing with- 
in said guard rail. They shall be within 
plain view of the election officers, and both 
they and the ballot-boxes shall be within 
plain view of those outside the guard rail. 
‘Each of said booths shall have three sides 
inclosed, one side in front to be closed with 
a curtain. Each side of each booth shall be 
six feet four inches, and the curtain shall 
extend to within two feet of the floor, which 
shall be closed while the voter is preparing 
his ballot. Each booth shall be at least 
thirty-two inches square, and shall contain 
a shelf at least one foot wide, at a con- 
venient height for writing. No person other 
than the election officers and the challengers 
allowed by law, and those admitted for the 
purpose of Voting as hereinafter provided, 
shall be permitted within the guard rail, 
except by authority of the election officers 
to keep order and enforce the law. The num- 
ber of such voting booths shall not be less 
than one to every seventy-five voters, or 
fraction thereof, who voted at the last pre- 
ceding election in the district. The expense 
of providing booths and guard rails, and 

ther things required in this act shall be paid 

n the same manner as other election ex- 
penses. 


Judges Shall Give but One Ballot. 


Sec. 22. Any person desiring to vote shall 
give his name, and, if required to do so, his 
residence, to the judges of election, one of 
whom shall thereupon anmounce the same 
in a loud and distinct tone of voice, clear 
and audible, and if such name is found on the 
register of voters by the offi 
charge thereof, he shall likewise repeat 


said name, and the voter shall be allowed to 


enter the space inclosed by the guard rall, 
as above provided. One of the judges shall 
give the voter one, and only one, ballot, on 
the back of which such judge shall indorse 
his initials in such manner that they may 
be seen when the ballot is properly folded, 
and the voter’s name shall be immediately 
checked on the register list.

Punishable Offenses. 


No person whatever shall do any 
electioneering or soliciting of votes on elec- 
tion day within any polling place or within 
one hundred (100) feet of any polling place; 
no person shall interrupt, hinder, or oppose 
any voter while approaching the polling 
place for the purpose of voting. Whoever 
shall violate the provisions of this section 
shall be punished by a fine of not less than 
twenty-five dollars ($25) nor more than one 
hundred dollars ($100) for each and every 
offense; and it shall be the duty of the judges 
of election to enforce the provisions of this 
section. 

Sec. 29. Any voter who shall, éxcept as 
herein otherwise provided, allow his ballot 
to be seen by any person with an apparent 
intention of letting it be known how he is 
about to vote, or who shall make a false 
statement ap to his inability to mark his 
ballot, or any person who shall interfere, or 
attempt to Interfere, with any voter when 
inside said inclosed space, or when marking

This is also true 
with silver watch chains. They are now 
but seldom used, where formerly every one 
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20 cents an ounce.

“ Silver is never destroyed, as lead is, and 
Is always with us in one shape or er. 
One year it may be in watch cases, the next 
year in spoons, and the next year in coin. 

‘Silver has lost the high place which it 
had in the arts formerly on account of its 
cheapness; and it is a relic of the barbaric 
ages as money, because only uncivilized na- 
tions use it as money largely: With our 
great railroad facilities, with our banking 
facilities, with telegraphic and telephone 
communications, there is but little use for 
silver in our business transactions, which 
are done by checks or paper. With uncivil- 
ized nations, where they have no banks or 
bank facilities, Where a great number of 
people cannot read or write, they want some- 


thing solid, which they can feel and which. 


they can recognize when they make a busi- 
ness transaction. 

„% As the people become more civilized the 
banking systems of the world become more 
extended, more people are able to read and 
write, checks will accepted in business 
transactions, and the use of silver is grow- 
ing less and less, Silver, as I have already 
stated, is never destroyed, and is always in 
one form or other, and will always find 
its way back to be put into some other use, 
It is never destroyed and, for that reason 
alone, it will continually fall in price. 

„With the railroad facilities to the silver 
mines, the profits of the silver mine owners 
havé been enormous, If silver ore would 
still be loaded on pack mules and brought 
to the smelters it might sell for $1.25 per 
ounce; but with the modern facilities the 
silver mine owners must come down in 
price, the same as the farmer does with 
modern farming facilities, and not ask the 
government for aid any more than the 
farmer who raises wheat. 

“The points I touch upon in this letter 
are not generally known, and of course the 
silver mine owners and owners of smelting 
works do not make them public. Yours re- 
spectfully, Joh C. DUEBER.

POPE IS FEARFUL OVER ELECTION 


Apprehensive of a. Division in the 
Church if the Clergy Takes 
Part in the Campaign. — 


{SPECIAL CABLE BY H. R. CHAMBERLIN] 

London, Oct. 27.—The Pall Mall Gazette 
prints the following from its Rome corre- 
spondent: 

“Strange as it may seem the absorbing 
topic of interest at the Vatican just now is 
the Presidential election in America. The 
explanation lies in the fact that in no other 
country has Roman Catholicism made such 
strides as in America, which forms now one 
of the church’s largest sources of income. 
Catholics who ten years ago numbered only 
one-tenth of the population have now in- 
creased to one-fourth. Nor has this acces- 
sion of numbers come from among the poorer 
class alone. 

There is, however, one standing danger 
to the Roman Church in the United States, 
and this is the independence of the American 
Bishops, which has been noticeable ever 
since the time of PiusIX. This Pontiff fully 
recognized that the Bishops enjoyed powers 
in excess of their brethren in other parts of 
the world. Hg showed his knowledge of this 
in the witty answer he returned to an En- 
glish priest who had asked him for certain 
privileges: 

am, as vou say, the Pope, and yet I 
cannot accede to your request. But I can 
show you a way to obtain your desire. Go to 
America, for there the Bishops are greater 
than the Pope.’ 

But with the accession of energetic Leo 
XIII. matters assumed a different aspect. 
One of the first acts was to dispatch Cardinal 
Satolli as the first apostolic delegate to the 
United States, charged with the duty of in- 
timating to the Bishops in language they 
could not mistake the limits of their powers. 
The result was sOmething like a split, which 
it took Satolli two yedrs of hard work to 
heal. But his mission had gocd results. 

The Vatican has no destre to see its rep- 
resentatives in America, and more especially 
the higher clergy, take any active part in the 
campaign, fearing a new division within its 
ranks. It fears an outbreak on the part of 
one or other of the more impetuous Bishops. 
Nor until election is over will this feeling of 
uneasiness disappear.“ 


PATAL SHOOTING AT A MASS-MERTING. 


Two Men Killed Outright and others 
Wounded by a Negro in a Ten- 
nessee Mining Town. 


Knoxville, Tenn., Oct. 27.—A special from 
Coal Creek, the famous rioting mining town, 
thirty miles from here, says a very sensa- 
tional shooting affray occurred there last 
night in which two men were killed and 
others wounded. The fight occurred at a 
McKinley and Hobart meeting. A negro 
named Bud Black began shooting at another 
negro named Frank Martin. They ex- 
changed several shots and Martin fell, mor- 
tally wounded, with two bullet holes through 
his body. 

One of the shots struck and instantly killed 
‘Squire Robert Laughlin, a Justice of the 
Peace and one of the leading citizens of the 
town. Others were hit, but not seriously 
hurt. Black made his escape.

MARQUIS OF LANSDOWNE SPEAKS ON 


VENEZUELAN QUESTION. 


England’s Secretary of State for War 
im a Political Address at Leeds Says 
the Boundary Difference Will Be 
Dealt With by an Arbiter or by 
Comp ise—Believes the Time Is 
Approaching When Such Questions 
Will Be Referred to a Court. 


London, Oct. 27.—The Marquis of Lans- 
downe, Secretary of State for War, made 
an address on political issues at Leeds to- 
‘night. The speaker expressed the belief 
that the Venezuelan question would soon be 
dealt with by an arbiter or by an amicable 
compromise. 

In the course of his address he said that 
the Indian Government felt the gravest 
fears as to the possible loss of life from 
famine, and he suggested that the under- 
taking of irrigation works would do the 
most good towards relieving the distress, 

Referring to the recent statement of Sir 
Edward Clarke, formerly Solicitor-General 
in Lord Salisbury's last government, that 
no impartial arbiter would decide in favor 
of Great Britain in the Venezuelan question, 
the Marquis of Lansdowne assefed that he 
was given to understand that Sir Edward 
only referred to the districts beyond the 
Schombergk line. This, said the Marquis, 
was a minor point and was open to diver- 
gence of opinion, but he assured his hearers 
that Great Britain’s claim to the territory 
as a whole was not put forward without the 
most careful consideration. 

There was reason to believe, he continued, 
that a time was approaching when these 
questions would be dealt with by an arbiter 
or by an amicable compromise under sult- 
able conditions. When the time came they 
would go to court not believing that every 
point would be given in their favor, but con- 
fident that their claims at any rate were 
supported by evidence based on well-estab- 
lished principles of international law. 


FELICITATION OVER CZAR’S VISIT. 


French Senate and Deputies Applaud 
References to the Event. 

Paris, Oct. 27.—The Parliament of France 
and Senate and Chamber of Deputies re- 
assembled today. The sessions of both 
chambers were merely formal, and lasted 
only an hour. The Presidents of the two 
chambers in their opening addresses al- 
luded in strong and sympathetic terms to the 
recent visit of the Czar and Czarma to 
France. 

The President of the Chamber of Depu- 
tles, M. Brisson, after reading a letter from 
President Faure, giving the wording of the 
Czar’s telegram to the Chief Magistrate of 
France, on leaving that country, said that 
the Chamber of Deputies in 1881 solemnly 
manifested France's sympathy with Rus 
sia, and he expressed himself as being cer- 
tain that the present members of the cham- 
ber desired to open this session with @ salute 
of the august visitors, and proffer their 
wishes for the glory of a reign of prosperity 
throughout the empire. Continuing, M. 
Brisson remarked‘ 

After the manifestations at Cronstadt 
and Toulon the days of October have welded 
the souls of the two great and proud na- 
tions. Poets, artists, and the entire people 
celebrated with one accord the institutions 
of democratic France, which had in union 
and constancy proved their continuity of 
design. Everywhere the crowds showed the 
Czar and Czarina the same heart and will. 
What a spectacle! What a symbol from 
which to derive confidence and hope.”’ 

The speech of President Brisson was rapt- 
urously applauded. 

The Premier, M. Meline, in behalf of the 
government, thanked the chamber, which, 
he added, had shown by its applause the 
value it placed on the great event, which 
could not fail to strengthen the government 
abroad, while giving it the necessary unity 
to epeak in the name of France. 

There were frequent interruptions from 
the extreme left during the-remarks of M. 
Meline, apparently foreshadowing some ag- 
gressive tactics in the near future. The 
chamber then adjourned for the day. 

In the Senate the President, M. Loubet, 
read the same letter from President Faure 
which M. Brisson had read in the Chamber 
of Deputies, and in the course of his re- 
marks said that the visit of the Czar and 
Czarina to France gave the country the 
chance to demonstrate that their sympathies 
were founded on community of aspirations 
and interests. Continuing, M. Loubet said: 

“The enthusiastic receptions at Cron- 
stadt and Toulon signalized the amity of the 
two peoples, the unanimous acclamations 
of the august guests of France affirm with 
persistence these sympathies, and the 
speeches made at Cherbourg, Paris, and 
Chalons have definitely consecrated the two 
nations. The union thus gloriously formed 
has already exercised beneficent action, and 
has promised serious hopes of great develop- 
ments of the influence of France throughout 
the world.” 

M. Loubet’s speech was greatly applauded 
by the Senators. 

The Minister of Justice, M. Darlan, in be- 
half of the government, thanked the Sen- 
atorg for the symipathetic manner in which 
they had approved of the sentiments ex- 
pressed in regard to the visit of the Czar 
and Czarina to France. 

London, Oct. 28.—A Paris dispatch to the 
Times says that the Cabinet has approved 
the scheme of Dr. Barthea, Minister of the 
Interior, for decentralization and for en- 
larging the powers of the Municipal and 
Departmental Councils by dispensing, in 
certain cases, with the approval of the Pre- 
fect. The scheme reduces the prefectoral 
councHs from eighty-six to eighteen, thus 
saving 450,000 francs. Four bills embodying 
this scheme will be presented to the Chamber 


oday. 

The Paris correspondent of the Times re- 
gards the concluding words of M. Brisson’s 
speech today—namely: “ What a ground for 
confidence and hope —as significant. 

The Times correspondent says of this: 

It is evident that the only hope of which: 
a man in M. Brisson’s position and on such 
an occasion can speak is not one of the 
hopes sustained by a treaty of peace. I do 
not say that there will be war tomorrow or 
within two years, but I do say that, if for 
five years successive statesmen, however dif- 
ferent their views and desires, have con- 
tinued to applaud these negotiations, it is 
because this union and these imperishable 
— are neither platonic nor necessarily pa- 
cific.’”’ * 

A dispatch from Vienna to the Times re- 
ports that, according to the Pester Lloyd, 
M. Pobiedonostziff, the chief of the old Rus- 
sian party, when in Vienna declared that 
there could not be any question whatever 
= a real alliance between France and Rus- 
sia. 

“Friendly relations have existed,” this 
Russian statesman is quoted as saying, 
“nothing more. We returned thanks when 
the Czar left France, as we were in a per- 
petual state of anxiety. The French cannot 
be depended upon. Russia is now in the po- 
sition of a nurse toward France. The Em- 
peror of Germany knows that very well. 
It is advisable not to attach too much im- 
portance to the meeting between the Czar 
and President Faure.”

FREWEN THINKS BRYAN WILL WIN 


English Silverite Writes the London 
Times from Chicage. 

London, Oct. 28.—The Times prints a letter 
from Moreton Frewen, dated at Chicago, 
expressing confidence in Bryan’s election. 
He is certain, he says, that Mr. McKinley 
must carry all seven of the great Central 
States in order to avoid being beaten. 

The Times points out editorially that its 
New York correspondent, who has main- 
tained that the Republicans are in little 
danger bf defeat, sent a dispatch yesterday 
admitting that the situation in Chicago is 
disquieting. 

The most serious factor,“ says the 
Times, is the prominence which Mr. Bryan 
now gives to the Socialist side of his policy. 

„The victory of these doctrines would be 
fatal to all confidence. Mr. Bryan's election 
would be calamitous not only to Amcorica, 
but to all the civilized world, even though 
active legislative spoliation might not im- 
mediately be possible. We see nothing in 
the situation to affect our hope that the 
Americans will choose the better part, 
though we do not look forward with much 
confidence to. the policy of McKinley’s gov- 
ernment if he is elected.“ 


GERMAN GOVERNMENT Is SILENT. 


Refuses to Answer the Statements of 
Bismarck’s Organ. 

Berlin, Oct. 27.—The Reichsanzeiger this 
afternoon announces officially that the gov- 
vernment will make no statement on the 
subject of the announcement by Prince 
Bismarck’s organ, the Hamburger Nach- 
richten, on Monday last, that a defensive 
alliance existed between Russia and Ger- 
many during the last six years Prince Bis- 
marck was in office. 

The Reichsanzeiger says: 

“ Diplomatic events of this kind are strict 
state secrets, and to preserve them con- 
scientiously is an international duty, a 
breach of which would prejudice important 
state interests. The imperial government 
must therefore decline any attempt to clear 
up the matter, and it will neither correct 
what is false nor supply what is incom- 
plete in the conviction that reliance upon 
the sincerity and fidelity to treaties of Ger- 
man policy is too firmly established among 
the other powers to be shaken by revela- 
tions of this kind.” 


ELECTION RIOTS DISTURB HUNGARY. 


Hussars Stoned by a Mob at Tyrmau 
and One Killed. 
Buda-Pesth, Oct. 27.—Serious election 
riots have taken place in different parts 
of Hungary. At Tyrnau a detachment of 
hussars, while attempting to restore order, 
was stoned by the mob, and one trooper was 
killed. The hussars thereupon charged with 
drawn swords, and several of the rioters 
were wounded. Troops have been sent to 
the various disturbed districta. 


WELL RECEIVED AT THE VATICAN, 


Canadian Delegates to Irish Conven- 
tion Call on the Pope. 

Dublin, Oct. 27.—Two of the Canadian del- 
egates to the convention of the Irish race,

London, Oct. 28.—The Daily Mail publishes 
an interview with H. J. Wickham of the 
Navy League, Toronto, urging that an aux- 
iliary British navy be gradually established 
by liberally subsidizing the improved mer- 
cantile cruisers, manned and officered by a 
syndicate of naval reserve which shall in- 
clude colonial seamen. 


BURN TWENTY-FOUR BENDO TOWNS. 


Portuguese Expedition Punishes Re- 
bellious West African Natives. 
London, Oct. 28.—A telegram received here 
from St. Paul de Londa, Portuguese West 


Africa, says that the Portuguese expedition 
has just punished the rebellious Bendo 
natives, burning twenty-four of their vil- 
lages and killing 100 of the rebels.

Progress is made when any heavy imple- 
ment is replaced by a lighter one, especially 
when that lighter one will do more and bet- 
ter work.

GREAT LABOR TEST PROVES GOLD 
HAS NOT APPRECIATED. 

It is admitted that an ounce of gold will 
buy a greater quantity of nearly all com- 
modities than it did in 1873, The question 
in dispute is whether this is due to a change 
in gold or a change in eommodities. Bryan 
and his supporters claim that it is due to the 
former and that gold has “ appreciated” 
40 to 50 per cent. Altgeld contends it has 
doubled its former valne. Bryan’s con- 
tention is “during the last twenty-three 
years [since the “crime of 1873,” Con- 
gressional] legislation has been creating an 
additional demand for gold, and this law- 
created demand is constantly increasing 
the purchasing power of each ounce of 
gold.“ 8 

He asserts that this appreciation has 
been the cause of a deadly fall in prices,” 
which fall will continue indefinitely as gold 
“appreciates ” indefinitely until the pur- 
chasing power of an ounce of gold has no 
limits,“ and that the remedy is free coin- 
age of silver. 

Those who do not agree with Mr. Bry- 
an’s contention, and who see in the fall of 
prices only the workings of a natural law, 
which blesses both producer and consumer, 
deny that the question whether gold has 
“appreciated ”’ is to be determined by a 
comparison with the fluctuations in the 
market prices of commodities, which have 
declined unequally and some of which have 
hardly declined at all. 

The sound money men contend that the 
only true test of the comparative value of 
gold is the great labor test—the wages paid 
for labor—the price of the human toil which 
makes products and not of the products of 
such toil. 0 

Bryan, on the contrary, looks on the 
farmer as of less importance than his wheat, 
‘cabbages, or hogs, the weaver than his 
cloth, or the carpenter and man than the 
materials they handle. 

It is more desirable and better for the 
Nation that the millions of workers in the 
mills, factories, furnaces, and shops should 
have their wages raised than that the price 
of iron, pottery, glass, shoes, clothes should 
be kept up to high-inflated prices in cheap 
money. 

The end and aim of existence are not to 
maintain the prices of commodities, but to 


add to the necessaries and comforts of life 


and happiness of those who toil to produce 
commodities. Man outranks any products, 
even Bryan’s cheap wheat and oats. If 
gold has really appreciated since the 
“crime it will show on wages. The pay 
of toil has fallen constantly for the past 18 
years if gold has appreciated. | 

The question is, then, have the gold wages 
paid to labor since the “crime of 1873” 
decreased as measured in gold. If they 
have been decreasing in the same ratio as 
prices of commodities, or even in a much 
smaller ratio, then Bryan has won his case. 
Then it will be clear that gold has “ appre- 
ciated” as measured by the rewards of 
labor. 

But, on the other hand, if it is found that 
wages and salaries have not decreased in 
gold pay, but have risen not merely since 
1850, but since 1873, when the legal right 
of free coinage of silver at 16 to 1 was re- 
pealed, then Bryan’s basic position is swept 
from under him and destroyed. 

Now for the cold facts: 

The United States resumed specie pay- 
ment on the gold basis Jan. 1, 1879. Dur- 
ing the census year 1879.80 the average 
wages of the employés, male and female, in 
all the manufacturing establishments of 
the Nation was found to be $324 per annum. 

Ten years later, the gold standard hav- 
ing been in full force all that time, the 
wages per capita was found to be $485 in 
gold for men and women, or an incredse of 
nearly 50 per cent. 

During that decade the gold standard did 
not, as Bryan alleges, lessen the amount 
and threaten the " of the wages 
of labor, but, on the eXact contrary, added 
largely to the reward of toil. What does he 
say now to that fact? © , 7 
The wage workers not only got more gold 
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industrial workers in the whole

The report of the Senate Committee on 
Wages and Prices, of which Senator Alli- 
son was Chairman, cevers the period from 
1840 to 1891. It appears from that report 
that in twenty-one selected industries 


wages were in gold value money 40 per cent 


higher in 1880 than in 1860 and 68% per 
cent higher in 1891 than in 1860. There has 
been a fallin the wages paid in some occu- 
pations since 1893, but the silver panic of 
that year was responsible for that decline. 

We propose to pursue this highly inter- 
esting and important subject further in the 
next issue of Tun Trisunz, and we trust 


that Mr. Bryan will confer on himself the 


benefit of a careful perusal of both articles 


‘and refute them if he finds them erroneous. 


But we warn him that Tun Trisunes has 
plenty of reinforcing facts held in reserve. 
Tun Trisune then proposes to deal with 
the causes of the decline in the market 
prices of commodities, including that of 
silver, which it desires him to peruse before 
he returns to Nebraska to vote. 


RAILROAD LEADERS FOR 
STANDARD, 

This time the railroad men have not fol- 

lowed their leaders. The leaders have fol- 

lowed their men. Last Saturday evening 

the railroad employés of Chicago and its

immediate vicinity made the most imposing 


demonstration of its kind ever known in the 
United States. As if to hurl back into his 
face the dastardly charge of coercion, 15,000 
railroad employés, every man of whom will 
vote for McKinley and sound money, 
marched past the Auditorium Annex, where 
Jones makes his headquarters. The echoes 
of that memorable march have hardly died 
away before the three great railroad labor 
leaders, P. M. Arthur, Grand Chief of the

P. Sargent, Grand Master of the Brother- 
hood of Locomotive Firemen; and F. W.

Peoria, III., Oct. 26, 1896.—To the Workingmen 
of the United States: To refute a false statement, 
as we sincerely believe it to be, and correct an im- 
pression that our friends and acquaintances may 
have formed concerning our signatures to a cam- 
paign document going the rounds of the press and 
circulated broadcast on the streets, entitied, 
** Proclamation,"’ in which it is made to appear 
that we are in favor of free silver at any ratio and 
substantially the establishment of two standards 
of money, contradictory as the terms may be, we 
wish to be understood by all who are interested 
in Our position as being emphatically and unequiv- 
ocally against any such measures, but are for 


the sound money plank promulgated by the Re- 


publican convention at St. Louis. 

Our signatures were obtained nearly three years 
ago to a document pretending to be a memorial 
to Congress then in session which in our belief and 
memory was a much milder paper than is the 
** proclamation referred to. And no matter what 
our opinions may have been on the money question 
at the time of our signing the memorial nearly 
three years ago, we have learned enough since on 
the subject to warrant us in denouncing the at- 
tempt at free coinage of silver at 16 to 1, believing 
it to be directly against the interests of labor and 
also believing that under a condition of free coin- 
age this country will be subjected to one of the 
most frightful panics that any country in this 
world has ever seen. Our belief in this statement 
is strengthened by an admission made by William 
J. Bryan, candidate for President, in a recent 
speech in the Northwest, wherein he is reported 
to have said that he thought that a free silver 
condition would bring, for the present, stagnation 
and panic, but from which, in four years, we 
would recover. 

We do not believe that this country can stand an 
additional four years of misery and distress and 
are therefore opposed to the sentiments contained 
in the aforesaid ‘‘ proclamation.’' Very respect- 
fully, P. M. ARTHUR.

It was not necessary that these three in- 
fluential leaders should issue this circular to 
assure the public that the railroad employés 
favor the election of McKinley and the doc- 
trine of sound money.

Bryan’s Congressional record is that of a 
man who was in Congress for two terms, 
during the first of which he was a new and 


inconspicuous member, and during the sec- 
ond of which he devoted himself almost 


exclusively to free ‘trade and to getting 
through à bill for an elevator in the public 
building at Lincoln. 

He was not on the Committee on Pen- 
sions, and the subject of pensions was not 
one he was called on to discuss, He had no 
opportunity to make a record one way or 
the other.

But the charge brought against him,

The old soldiers would be told that those 
dollars were good enough for them, and 
that they might deem themselves lucky to 
get so many of them, ;

This is where Bryan stands, Conse 
quently, how can he expect the vote of any 
old soldier? Who is there among them, 
pensioned or unpensioned, who will mark 
his ballot.for his enemy and the enemy of 
his comrades or their widows and children? 


BRYAN’S ASTONISHING MISTAKE. 
Mr. Bryan is now in this city, * scorching ” 
around from precinct to precinct, telling 


people that the hard times are caused by the 


“crime of 1873,” which expelled silver 
from circulation and -forced gold to do dou- 
ble duty ever since, with the result that 
overworked gold has appreciated ” to dou- 
ble its legitimate value, and has become a 
200-cent dollar, and is playing havoc in this 
country and must be knocked down one-

Mr. Bryan hus gone up and down the 
country at railroad speed for nearly four 
months, making over half a thousand 
speeches, and he has rarely failed to make 
the foregoing assertion. 

Now, for his special benefit and personal 
information THe Trrsuns herewith prints 
two official tables, which must amaze Mr. 
Bryan, though the news is familiar to al- 
most every body else, at least in this city.

It will be observed that for thirty-seven 
years not a dollar was coined; that in four 
years only was the coinage so much as 
$500,000, and that the average for the 
eighty-one years was less than $100,000 per 
annum. 

We are sure those figures must surprise 
bim, as showing the trivial amount of free 
silver dollar coinage in all those eighty-one 
years, and he will be still more surprised to 
learn that as fast as they were issued they 
disappeared from circulation and were ex- 
ported. Very few of our old men ever saw 
one of those so-called “daddy dollars.“ 
But the most amazing thing of all is that 
Mr. Bryan imagines that since the crime 
of 73,“ as he dubs that fortunate act, no 
silver has been coined or circulated in this 
country. In all his half thousand harangues 
he has never recognized or intimated that 
any legal tender silver dollars have been 
coined and put into circulstion. 

The silver dollars which he sees cir¢ulat- 
ing among the people wherever he goes he 
fondly believes are the old “ dollars of the 
daddies,” which were coined and issued to 
the people befcre the demonetization act of 
1873.

lars, which form the remainder of our cur- 
rency, of half their value in buying things. 

This illustrates Bryan’s crude concep- 
tions of “ money.” Quantity is everything 
with him and quality or value nothing. So 
long as the weight of a silver coin remains 
unchanged, although it has lost half its 
market value, he thinks it is worth as much 
as it ever was in his curious mind. Names 
are realities with Bryan. Whatever is 
called a dollar is to him a dollar, whether 
it has any buying power or not. 

There are now half a billion (500 millions) 
silver dollars, each one having the purchas- 
ing power of 100 cents in gold. If half the 
value of every dollar were to evaporate 
Bryan would say there was as much money 
in the country as before—so his funny, 
foamy mind would see it. Ifa billion silver 
dollars, each commercially worth 50 cents, 
were coined and put in circulation Bryan 
would believe and declare complacently that 


had enriched the country. He seems to 
have no conception between “ money” 
worth 100 cents and half money worth 
50 cents. ; 

Since quantity is everything with him, he 
does not see why the same weight of silver 
that discharged a debt two dozen years ago, 
when it was worth in gold 129 cents an 
ounce, should not discharge the same value 
of debt now, when it has fallen to 64 cents 
ber ounce. When the objection is made that 
“the silver is only worth half as much now 
as then,” his reply is: “ But it weighs as 
much” and the creditor should be com- 
pelled to accept it or lose his claim. 

Bryan declares repeatedly that he is for 
“bimetallism.” The word has been used so 
often that he ought to know its meaning, 
But he does not. He seems not to have the 
faintest conception of it. He is not aware 
that it signifies the concurrent circulation 
of gold and silver as equals in exchangea- 
ble and purchasing power. 

But Bryan understands by “ bimetallism ” 
silver monometallism, the expulsion of gold 
and the sole use of silver, with only half fhe 
value the silver has which is used now and 
held up artificially to a level with gold 
dollars. 


SILVER is a depreciating, inorgamie sub 
stance, Bryan talks of it as if it were a 
sentient being that could feel pain and 
pleasure, and had hopes and fears. Silver 
has been “ discrowned and dethroned,” he 
shouts. It has been “ trampled under foot 
by its enemies,“ he yells. It has been con- 
spired against, degraded, and disgraced,” 
he roars and froths. 

What has happened to it is that it has 
become far cheaper than it used to be, be- 
cause it does not cost half as much to ex 
tract it from the earth as twenty-three 
years ago. Sensible men know that silver 
has not been chloroformed or calumniated, 
but has become cheap because it costs les3 
than half as much an ounce to produce it as 
twenty-three years since. Owing to thia 
cheapness of production, caused by chemis- 
try, new railroads, and improved methods 
of extraction, the yearly output of silver 
Has quadrupled within a couple dozen years 
at less than half the former cost per ounce. 
That suffering lamb of a metal thrives won- 
derfully under the persecution, or there 
would not be such vast quantities got out 
of the mountains. 

The increased production, the growing 
cheapness, and the causes of it are the com- 
mon property of all intelligent men. But 
Bryan closes his eyes and pretends to be 
ignorant of these obvious facts. At ail 
events, he never mentions them in his 
hundreds of harangues. But that is not so‘ 
cad, for he never quotes a fact concerning 
anything.

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TWENTY-FOURTH ROUND. 
Ge Proves One of the Most Stubborn 
and H Contested Ever: Pulled 
O@ in the East—Lavigne Forces the 
Fighting in the First Few Rounds, 
but Everhardt Recovers and Gets In 
Some Telling Blows—Sontherher Is 


Finally Worsted. 


New York, Oct. 27.—[Special.}—“ Kid” 
Lavigne was given the decision over Jack 
Everhardt in a twenty-five round glove con- 
test at the Bohemian club tonight.

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Latter’s Assistance Is Considered Most 


Important—Many of the Poachers 
and Pirates Are Fitted Out at the 
Mikado’s Ports—Russia Is Glad to 
Be In on the Deal—Assistant Secre- 
tary Hamlin Reports Seals Will 
Soon Be Commercially Extinct. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 27.—It is stated 
that the United States will have the co- 
operation and support of both Russia and 
Japan in the approaching issue over estab- 
lishing adequate protection for the fur seals 
of the North Pacific Ocean. The question is 
about to be brought forward, as two com- 
missions, one American and one British, 
have returned after an investigation of the 
conditions In Bering Sea. Aside from the in- 
formation they have secured Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Treasury H in has recently 
made a report after personal inspection of 
the seal islands stating that if modifications 
of the Paris award regulations were not 
agreed to the fur seal within one or two 
seasons will be commercially extinct.” 

The Japanese. Government stands ready 
to join the United States in any plan of seal 
protection, and is desirous also of including 
sea otters, which are being exterminated 
from the Japanese Islands. The codperation 
of Japan is said to be of much importance to 
the United States, as the seal poachers and 
pirates have fitted out mainly at Japanese 
ports. 

The Russian Government also, it can be 
said authoritatively, will welcome an exten- 
sion of the protection to the seals. It is 
pointed out that while Russia owned Alaska 
and the seal islands now attached to the 
United States there was complete protection 
to the seals, and that the destruction began. 
under American management. 


VENEZUELA’S sR OF THE QUESTION 


Boundary Commission’s Report Is Re- 
ceived at Washington. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 27.—The Venezu- 
elan Government has forwarded to Wash- 
ington the brief prepared at Caracas by a 
commission of five eminent jurists on the 
British Venezuela boundary question, and it 
will be submitted to the United States Com- 
mission as soon as the translation is com- 
pleted. 

The Venezuelan Government named this 
commission last February, with Dr. Seijas, 
dean of the diplomatic and judicial service 
of the country, at its head. 

The brief covers 300 pages, and is said to 
be a forcible presentation of the case. Aside 
from this brief, coming direct from Vene- 
zuela, Messrs. Scruggs and Storrow, the 
counsel of Venezuela in this country, are 
about to submit their final arguments. Here- 
tofore the documents presented have cov- 
ered points of evidence, but the taking of 
proof is now practically over, and the final 
arguments are in order. 

A recent document which has caused 
much comment among officials purports to 
be written by a Jesuit priest. He presents 
the English side of the case, citing Catholic 
authorities, daun from the Vatican 
archives. The book was printed at Rome. 
The Venezuelan Officials say the views it 
expresses have been fully met and overcome 
in the Venezuelan documents presented to 
the commission. 


GEN. LEE WILL REMAIN AT HIS POST. 


His Return Home Would Confirm Re- 
port He Is Dissatisiicd. 
Washington, D. C., Oct. 27.—Gen. Fitzhugh 
Lee, Consul-General at Havana, has given 
up his proposed visit tohis home in Virginia, 
which he had expected to make within the 

next few days. 

The determination to remain at his post 
is understood to be duc to the reports current 
in the United States that he was dissatisfied 
with his instructions and desired to be re- 
lieved. As his return might give seeming 
approval to the reports, the Consul-General 
determined to give up the vacation he had 
planned, although he is much in need of a 
change of scene, owing to the hardships of 
the Havana climate during the last six 
months.

The Mine Owners’ Profit. 

Chicago, Oct. 26.—{Editor of The Tribune.] 
—It is a little late in the day to ask ques- 
tions, but I want to know: 

How will the silver mine owners be bene- 
fited by the free coinage of silver? I have 
tried in vain to reason out logically how they 
are to benefit by the process. Will Tue 
TRIBUNE help me out? The assertion has 
been constantly made by Republican orators 
that only the silver mine owners will benefit 
by free coinage. I can’t see it, unless they 
can profit themselves by pulling the house 
down over their heads as did Samson of old. 
I will try to illustrate my point. There is an 
immense apple crop this year. Suppose the 
apple growers should take their crop to 
Washington and get each bushel] stamped 
by the government One bushel—worth $1.” 
‘Would that help out the apple growers who 
are now selling the crop at 10 cents a bushel? 
This would be free coinage of apples: and 
yet the government might stamp each bushel 
“One wagonboxful—worth 3650,“ and it 
would not add one penny to their value. 
Now, say the government, instead of merely 
stamping a fictitious value upon the apples, 
were to buy all or part of the apple crop and 
sell them only at $1 per bushel. This would 
not be free coinage of apples, but would be 
just what the government has been doing 
with silver by purchasing it. Whigh of 
these two schemes is most HUkely to benefit 
apple growers? It will be * that silver 
Will de made a legal tender. That can affect 
as between private parties only contracts 
now in force, transactions now in hand: it 
cannot apply to future transactions, for it 
“takes two to make a bargain.“ Now, I 
own a silver mine in Colorado, and as soon 
as Bryan is elected and the mints opened to 
free coinage I get the government or Mr. 
Jones (Mr. Jones will do just as well if he 
puts as much silver into the coins and mints 
them as perfectly) to stamp my silver into 
dollars. I now have a million of them piled 
up. I want to get rid ot them. I come down 
to Chicago to buy real estate with them. I 
find that my bullion dollars hold the same 
relation to the real estate that is held by 
wheat, corn, oats, or apples. Why? Be- 
cause, while Bryan and his paretic pals may 
make it criminal to demonetise silver by 
contract, they nor any power on earth ex- 
cept sheer physical force can make a man 
exchange his real estate for silver dollars 
on any other than his own terms.

while wheat, without free coinage pros- 
pects, is rising. Does any man with a doi- 
lar to invest believe that silver will rise? 
Then why does he not buy bullion now? 
Who is laying in a stock of silver bullion 
which may double in value and can't fall 
below the present price Henry J. Boun. 

The mine owners believe that the enact- 
ment of a free eoinage law would be followed 
by a temporary rise in the price of silver 
and that they could dispose at an advanced 
price of all the silver they have on hand 
and all they could mine while the boom 
lasted. There would also be a better mar- 
ket for mining stocks than now. The mo- 
mentary rise in the price of silver when the 
law of 1890 was passed put a great deal of 
money in the pockets of the mine owners, 
and they are ready to wreck the fortunes of 
all others if they can rake in a lot of money.

FLAPJACK FLIPPER THAT FLIPS FOR ALL 


Fascinating Little Device That Is 
Fairly Dazzling in the Way 
It Does Its Work. 


Among the novel inventions sprung on the 


suffering public recently is a fascinating 
little device, the working of which is fairly 
dazzling. This is a flap-jack flipper,“ or, 
in old-fashioned and dignified language, a 
“ pan-cake turner.“ But this sedate name 
does not in any way describe the flip way in 
which the new device works. It is chain- 
lightning, and that without even turning 
over the hand. You press the handle; it 
turns the cake. 

The handle, a plain loop wire, is fastened

BANKS ARE TAKING CARE OF ALL 
- LEGITIMATE DEMANDS. 


* 


Time and commeretal Loans in More 
Favor than Demand—Rates Are 
Steady at 7 Per Cent—Interest May 
Decline After the Election—Amer- 
iean Securities in More Favor in En- 
gsland—Match and Biscuit Stock to 
Be Sold in New York Today. 


Money in Chicago is easier, perhaps, than 
in almost any city in the Unitei States. 
Rates for both call and time loans are now 
7 per cent, and at nearly all the banks it ja 
reported there is money in sufficient quan- 
tities to meet all legitimate demands. A 
bank which does perhaps the largest loan- 
ing business in Chicago reported yosterday 
it had not refused a single loan for which ap- 
plication had been made during the last ten 
days. This money is being loaned both on 
time and call, with a preference for time 
loans. The President of this bank said yes- 
terday: 

We have made only two loans today, 
but they were the only ones for which ap- 
plications were received by our bank, They 
were both time loans and the rate was 7 
per cent in each case. I have been rather 
encouraging time loans in preference to call 
loans during the last few days for’ the 
reason that demand loans are higher in pro- 
portion than we like to have them. An- 
other reason I prefer making time loans is 
I believe after the election there will be a 
reduction in interest rates. I should not be 
surprised to see interest rates go down to 5 
per cent, and possibly lower, by Nov. 15. 
This is, of course, to be counted on only n 
a result of the election of McKinley. The 
effect of Mr. Bryan's election would be dif- 
ficult to prophesy. I believe there are large 
amounts of money which have been locked 


up by people who have been in doubt as to 


the outcome of the election, and that as 
soon as the result is definitely announced 
this will all come out. I do not overlook 
the fact there will be more demand for 
money after election than there is now, and 
that this may have a tendency to keep up 
rates. It is not probable there will be any 
great scarcity of money, though, and I look 
for interest rates to go down. For this 
reason our bank would prefer making time 
loans to demand loans.“ 


In Favor of English Markets. 


The attitude of foreign - investors toward 
American securities has changed materially 
of late. The London Financial Times, which 
has seldom a good word to gay for Americar 
securities, in a column editorial reviewing 
the report of the Treasury Department on 
foreign trade for the fiscal year ending June 
30, takes occasion to make favogable com- 
ment upon the situation in America. It gives 
the figures of the Treasury Department on 
exports and imports showing excess of im- 
ports to the amount of 38105, 000,000 over ex- 
ports for the period covered in the report. 
It calls particular attention to the exports 
for the month of September, when this coun- 
try shipped in the way of raw and manu- 
factured products a total of $85,000,000 as 
compared with $83,000,000, the previous rec- 
ord for one month’s exportations, those be- 
ing the shipments for the month of Septem- 
ber, 1891. The Financial Times, after com- 
menting at length upon the figures disclosed 
by the report of the Treasury Department, 
has the following: On the whole, the rec- 
ord of the last year’s foreign commerce in 
the United States is well calculated to re- 
vive the drooping faith of Europe in Amer- 
ican securities and values generally. In- 
ternal stagnation and distress no doubt exist 
to a great extent, but new forces are at 
work which, if they are allowed to develop, 
will greatly benefit the country. In short, if 
the tariff tinkers and currency mongers 
would only hold.their hands there is small 
doubt that the United States would quickly 
recover from its financial depression.“ 


Decline in Treasury Gold Reserve. 


The Treasury gold reserve continues to 
grow less. The net reserve at the ne 
of business yesterday was $120,183,932, 
compared with $121,573,472 at the — 
of business Monday, showing a decrease of 
$1,389,540 for the day. There was withdrawn 
yesterday $236,305, leaving the reserve at the 
close of business 5119,97, 627. Bach day 
sees a gradual reduction in the amount of 
gold held by the Treasury Department as a 
reserve. While there is nothing startling 
in the figures shown it is apparent there are 
some people who belteve in discretion and 
think it better to lose a few days’ interest 
rather than stand the possibility of receiving 
depreciated dollars in exchange for legal 
tenders. Notwithstanding the decline in 
the gold reserve it is well above the $100,- 
000,000 minimum which custom has sanc- 
tioned as the lowest sum to be maintained 
with safety. Meantime gold is being im- 
ported into this country in considerable 
amounts, and there is likely to be a constd- 
erable sum shipped from European coun- 
tries to this country before there is a trade 
balance which is unfavorable to the United 
States. 

Two lots of Match and Biscuit stock are to 
be sold in New York today. The first lot 
consists of 320 shares of Diamond Match 
stock and the second lot consists of 
100 shares of Diamond Match and 
200 shares of New York Biscuit stock. 
This is being sold to liquidate a loan on 
which the stock was deposited as collateral. 
One hundred shares of Biscuit were sold last 
week at 100, but it is not considered probable 
that to be sold today will go at this figure. 
At the same time the sale was made in New 
York at par 120 was bid for it in Chicago, 
and that amount is now being bid for Match 
stock. New York Biscuit is selling at 55, 
or in that neighborhood.
